If the administration had coveted a 
general Indian war on the plains, it 
could not have proceeded more shrewd- 
ly thao ithas to bring it on. From the 
time that it despatched Custar’s band of 
raiders into territory that the country 
had solemnly agreed not to invade, it 
has steadily pursued a policy that could 
only result in an expensive and bloody 
Indian war. That war is upon us,accord- 
ing to the latest dispatches. Parties of 
Sioux, Cheyennes and Arrapahoes are 
already on the war-path. Prominent 
frontiersmen and army officers believe 
that @ contest, involving nearly every 
hostile tribe on the plaifs, is immincat, 
if it has not already burst forth in all the 
fury of savage warfare. The Indians 
have been subjected to many wrongs, 
both in respect to their supplies and their 
treaty rights, and they may attempt ter- 
rible vengeance. For this condition of 
thengs the administration is solely re- 


sponsible. The sutlers, contractors and 
other Pe it bes all fat 


over it, but the hardy pioneers who have 
to bear the brunt of the war,. and the 
people who have to foot the bills, will be 
apt to regard it in a different light, The 
starting of the Indians on the war- 
path, of course, terminates the slight 
hopes that were raised in connection with 
the newly-appointed Sioux commission. 
To make matters worse, the Janney- 
Dodge expedition has just reported the 
discovery of gold in the Black Hills, and 
all the towns that would préfifiby Jan | 
exodus, however crazy, to the Hills, are, 
doing their best to excite a general gold 
fever. This still further adds to the 
complications and difficulties on the 
plains. 1s will cause thousands to st 
for the Black Hills, just wiktthete 
dians are ready to lift with hospitable 
hands the hair of every comer. It is 
terrible work ; but Grant om the beach 
at Long Branch will not kar the shrieks

Editors Constitution : 

Ihave read a published lettcr from 
Judge Warner iarelation to nominating 
a candidate for governor, as also several 
criticisms which have been made upon 
that letter, It isnot my purpose to dis- 
cuss the propriety or impropriety of the 
publication of the letter, but to express 
my hearty appreyal ef the truth of the 
sentiments expressed in it. Judge War- 
ner, in that letter, struck the key-note, 
which will find a cordial and heagty re- 
sponse in the bosoms of the great mass 
of the honest tax-payers in the: state of 
Georgia, let the ringmasters and: their 
strikers condemp it as’ they may, A 
writer inthe Ad Ghronicle and Sen- 
tinel, over’he signatute of ‘‘Georgia,” 
has, in the lan e of the editors of 
that paper, furnished a “‘scathing crili- 
cism” of Judge Warner’s letter. ‘This 
‘‘scathing criticism” consists in exhibit- 
ing the fact, that for a period of forty- 
seven years Judge Warner has been i 
the service of the state, enjoying the full 
confidence of the people, and has onl 
received for this long and faithful ser- 
vice the compensation fixed by law, the 
total] amount cf which, according to 
“Georgia's” statement, is $79,200, and 
hence he concludes that Judge Warner 
is the. most successful pap sucker and 
axe-grinder in the state. 

There are some of the figures of ‘‘Geor- 
gia” which everybody knows to be incor- 
rect. The salary for a member of con- 
gress when Judge Warner represented 
the state was but $3,000 per annum, so 
the public will see, that ‘‘Georgia” is 
mistaken in tbat single item to the 
amount of $4,000. Another error in 
“Georgia's” figures exist in the amount 
of salary which he makes Judge Warner 
receive as judge of the supreme court. It 
is a well known historical fact, that when 
the salaries of the judges of the supreme 
court were increascd from $2,500 to 
$3,500 per annum that Judge Warner 
refused to receive the increased pay, and 
contitued to receive for three years, only 
$2,500, while his two colleagues on the 
bench were receiving $3,500, one thou- 
sand dollars more per annum than he did 
for the same service rendered. 

Whether the figures of ‘‘Georgia” are 
any more reliable as to the other items 
set forth in his statement, I have not the

Assuming the entire statement of

It proves beyond doubt that for forty 
seven years Judge Warner, a public off- 
cer, has been teusted by the people, as 
their public servant in responsi- 
ble positions. It proves that he 
discharged this Jong public trust with 
tidelity to the people and bonor to him- 
self, and that be received therefor only 
his lacful fees. 

What afine stewing and recommen: | 
dation for office, these times, even upor 
the statement of ‘‘Georgia.” What a 
‘scathing critiegem’’ upon the capacity, 
fidelity and in ity of Judge Warner. 

It would be 4 dangerous thing for the 
ringmasters to force an issue before the 
people with aman who had been their 
trusted and faithful servant for forty- 
seven years. I regret that we have not 
got more men in Georgia with the experi- 
ence, integrity and faithfulness of Judge 
Warner. I dowbly regret that we .can- 
not fill every office in the state with just 
men as Judge Warner.

This class of ‘‘pap suckers,” honest and 
faithful, being a necessity, the people ex- 
pect and are willing to pay the amount 
agreed upon. here is the fraud- 
ulent, intriguing, dishonest pap sucker, 
whose promotien to office is sometimes 
accidental, but oftener the result of 
sharp practice, ‘‘ring combinations” and 
an insatiable desire to draw rations from 
the public crib; who have no capacity 
to render efficient service to the people, 
and oftentimes less inclination, but who 
has a marvelefs conception of his own 
fitness for office, while the people have 
failed to discover it—hence the services 
of the ringmasters and their strikers are 
necessary to bring their names before 
the people, in order that they may be- 
come pap suckers, with but little merit 
of their own to recommend them to 
public confidence. It is to this class of 
pap suckers, judging from the tenor of 
his article and the pain of mortification 
which Judge Warner’s letter has given 
him, that ‘‘Georgia” probably belongs. 

As before said, the people do not ob- 
ject to paying the honest and efficient 
office-holiers who have both the capaci- 
ty and inclination to render a fair equiva.

The lawyer expostulated with him, 
and believing him to be verging on in- 
sanity, changed the subject by asking 
him several different questions on ab- 
strue points in an exceptional law case. 
These Dowell answered intelligently 
and correctly. After further conversa- 
tion he left the office, and was not again 
seen by the lawyer. 

Dowell had appealed a few days since 
to a prominent physician of the city for 
prusie acid, and was given opium in- 
stead, which it is supposed he had been 
taking under the delusive idea that he 
was “yo poisoning himself, and 
finding yeste ay morning that it was 
having no inju.ious effect, decided to 
expedite his exit by the more sure means 
of a revolver.
